You should feel 
honored: I have been writing letters to big-shots without any capital letters. (v/hat 
has been going on up here in my field, of which I am sure you have read, would dofemft 
a nut-house, it is that craay. It mates what to me are tho insanities down there look 
good by comparison. To over-simplify, all of a sudden with no need or demand, a urologist 
becomes an expert in forensic-pathology- and radiology, gets to see what he does not under- 
stand, emerges Tilth a. prearranged deal to say what can't be so, for all the world as - though 
the President's urigjfe-. was a factor in the assassination or its investigation.) 

Hope you are progressing with your book. Great idea. If I can help with it in any 
way after it is done, let me know and I will try. I know a few people in publishing. They 
do not think of me what they think, having no. choice, of the subject with which I work.
